The expression of perfect 
patience on his face was a lesson to 
all of us. 

Another unusual attendant was 
the fat, rosy-ch»>eked Han ford baby, 
from New York, who certainly was 
Dot blind, but did not enlighten us 
as to the thoughts jn her wine little 
head. 

On Wednesday evening, De- 
cember 2d, an informal reception 
was given Mr. Wyand, by the ever 
hospitable Mr. and Mrs. Bigelow, 
at which a small Dumber of special- 
ly invited iruosts were present.

Though his looks were whitened, his 
eye was so true and his thought so 
keen that we could not think of him 
aa old. 

Yet there is no place foi mourn 
ing. It was a good life, well-lived, 
and, by the inevitable necessity of 
the law that makes the harmony of 
the universe, death was to him only 
the threshold of a better life. 

Let our faith he strong though 
sight gives it, as yet, no guaranty 
nor reason tells when some day, 
somewhere, we will meet him again.

Lulu Barr had not always been a 
mute; but a severe attack of scarlet 
fever when she was about ten years 
old had deprived her of hearing; 
nevertheless she continued to be 
the bright, helpful child of other 
days, having a smile for those about 
her. As she grew strong enough, 
her hauds were always busy with 
some employment or other, besides 
keeping up her studies as well as 
she could. So the days and months 
passed quickly to the little silent 
maid. 

Lulu's greatest delight and com- 
fort was in attending the services of 
the Church, for she could follow 
very nicely with the help of the 
Prayer Book and Hymnal, frieuds 
sometimes showing her the places. 
The hymns which she used to 
hear, she sang in her heart to the 
Lord. Her bright, happy face, was 
an inspiration to the Minister as he 
preached to the congregation. Dur- 
ing the sermon, it was difficult for 
Lulu to keep her mind from wander- 
ing and thinking on subjects foreign 
to the solemn occasion, so her parents 
invented a way to help her during 
sermon time. It was to write out 
the text and topic on small sheets of 
paper. Lulu read them and thought 
out her own little Sermon, which 
proved a very helpful diversion. 
The Sunday School Lesson was 
studied at home, with father, or 
mother, as teacher. So she was 
able to keep up with her class. 
When her schoolmates received their 
certificates, she also received hers, 
and begged to go iuto the same con- 
firmation class. She was able to 
answer the questions by writing. 
Her answers won the praise of the 
superintendent of the School. 

When Confirmation Day came, 
Lulu was among the white robed 
girls with veils and Prayer Books, 
that grouped themselves before the 
Bishop, at the altar rail, to receive 
at his hands the "seven-fold gift" 
and Blessing. Our little maid of 
silence seemed the happiest of them 
all, for did not that sweet face speak 
the joy she felt as the hands of the 
Right Reverend Father in God were 
laid on her head. She read the 
words of the formula as they wove 
spoken by the Bishop; 'the words 
that admitted her to the Holy Com- 
munion. 

During the Bishop's address to 
the Confirmed, it was noticed that 
Lulu read a portion of Keble's 
" Christian Year" on Confirmation. 
Soou after her confirmation, she 
entered" the Girls' Mission Guild, 
in which she performed good work 
among the poor, sewing for them, 
and bringing flowers for the sick. 
The flowers she planted herself in 
her mother's little garden. Her 
bright and cheerful face made every 
one love her. 

In the course of time, she came 
across a couple of mutes like her- 
self. Others were afterwards found. 
They met from time to time for 
conversation. After a while, the idea 
of a having a Bible Class occurred 
to Lulu. The first meeting was at a 
house. Afterwards the class met in 
one of the rooms of a Parish House. 
Iu the course of time, a clergyman 
familiar with the mute language 
heard of this interesting class, and 
came over as often as he could to 
minister to their spiritual needs. 

As the years rolled" by, the need 
of a Church was felt. The money 
was raised by subscription am. 
the hearing. The lot was purchased. 
In a few months, a churchly house 
of worship on the lot adjoining 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Barr. It 
named "St. Faith Church for 
the Deaf." It was the outcome of 
the venture of faith of Lulu Barr. 

Miss Barr's Mission did not end 
there; for her elder brother seeing 
what good she had accomplished in 
her silent life, entered the Priesthood 
of the Episcopal Church, aftt 
loug course of study, and miuistt 
in the signs, which are a real lan- 
guage to deaf-mutes. Wherever he 
went, the silent folk came together 
to hear with the eye the blessed 
words of the Gos]xd ; and receive at 
his hands the Holy Communion. 

And dear Lulu continued her life 
in deeds of helpfulness among her 
fellows iu deprivation until called to 
the higher life above, where her 
hearing was restored and tongue un- 
loosed so that she joined the hea\ 
ly host iu praise to God and the Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ.

One of the topics discussed before 
the Convention of American Instruc- 
tors of the Deaf at Ogden, Utah, last 
summer was, ' ' What is Failure in 
Oral Instruction?" Among the 
speakers was Supt. E. W. Walker of 
the Wisconsin School for the Deaf. 
We copy the following from his re- 
marks, bearing upon the status of 
small day schools for deaf children : 

"The question of language I have 
opportunity to study, because scattered all 
over my State are oral schools. As a 
matter of fact every one of these teachers 
has received her training in the school in 
Milwaukee, and I do not think that a 
single one of them knows anything about 
signs, and probably not about finger spell- 
ing. I think that the pupils in these 
schools are, about as free from signs and 
finger spelling as any set of pupils in the 
.n the globe. 
The law in Wisconsin gives % 150 for each 
child taught in the day-school. The 
money goes from the State to the city trea- 
sury and eventually it goes to the teachers. 
I think there is no day-school in Wiscon- 
sin numbering as many as ten pupils which 
has not two teachers. So the number is 
reduced to a minimum. 

We have taken out from these schools 
within the past four years sixty-eight pupils 
that have been so taught, and I have 
studied these pupils as they came, feeling 
assured that I might at least find them bet- 
ter masters of language. I wish to say, 
however, that in not a single case is there 
a single pupil among those who have thus 

DC to us that shows any superiority over 
those who use signs." 

The above remarks give food for 
serious thought to those who are 
inclined in theory to favor the day 
school idea. Mr. Walker is a man 
of wide experience in educational 
matters, and he entered the profes- 
sion without bias as to methods. 
1 conclusions in regard to day 
schools are the result of personal 
observation of result, than which 
there is no more reliable test of any 
method or system. 

The experience of this school 
with pupiLs from small day schools, 
though more limited, is yet exactly 
the same as that of Mr. Walker. 
Such pupils are invariably behind 
the corresponding grade in our 
school. 

To our mind the reasons for this 
condition are obvious, and we will 
endeavor to set them forth 
briefly : — 

1. The lack of grading. —The 
small day schools have only a hand- 
full of pupils, differing in age, in 
intelligence, and in advancement. 
It is manifestly impossible for even 
a good teacher to do the best sort of 
work with such a heterogeneous 
class. 

2. Lack of experienced instruc- 
tion. — In a majority of cases the 
teachers in these day schools are 
young normal graduates, with little 
or no experience in actual practice. 

ter how earnest, how capablc 
they may be, a few months' normal 
training cannot take the place of 
practical experience. A normal di- 
ploma no more makes a first claw 
teacher than a law diploma makes a 
first class lawyer, or a medical di- 
ploma, 1 as doctor. In every 
case rer must be gained by 
years of hard practice. 

3. Lack of intelligent supervi- 
sion — The day schools, being in the 
hands of inexperienced teachers, or 
those of limited experience, need 
what they do not get, intelligent 
supervision. If a part of the public 
)ol system, they may be nominal- 
ly under the supervision of public 
school authorities, who know prac- 
tically m >f the special work of 

4. Lack of the stimulus of com- 
— In a large school for the 
where there are many teachers 
of experience, the daily association I 
with one another, the comparison of j 
one another's work, affords a str 
lus that is entirely lacking 
the small day school.

5. We believe that too many of 
the younger and less experienced of 
the oral teachers in day schools fall 
into the error cf devoting too much 
time to drill on speech and lip-read- 
ing alone, and neglect the important 
matter of written English. There- 
fore, when pupils from day schools 
enter other schools their command of 
English is inferior. The educated 
deaf, whether taught by the oral or 
the manual method, have recourse 
to written English more than to 
anything else, in their intercourse 
with the world. Therefore, their 
knowledge of written English, 
while at school, should be made to 
keep pace with or even outstiip 
their ability to speak, but never 
fall behind. 

The day school sounds pleasant 
in theory to the parents of deaf 
children and to other people who 
know practically nothing of the real 
conditions necessary to the success- 
ful education of the deaf. But to 
those who know, who have the best 
interests of the deaf at heart, those 
whom long experience • has shown 
what is best, the day school is a 
thing to be deprecated and discour- 
aged, as tending to deprive deaf 
children of the opportunity for 
obtaining the best kind of education. 
And when we add to this the lack 
of facilities possessed by day schools 
for industrial training and moral and 
religious instruction, the disadvan- 
tage and undesirability of the day 
school become more pronounced. — 
Editorial in Minnesota Companion.

The past week was full of interest 
to many of our deaf people, on 
account of the celebration of the 
twentieth anniversary of the con- 
secration of All Souls' Church for 
the Deaf. In some respects tire 
celebration was novel to the younger 
members of the Church, as they had 
never before witnessed such au 
event, hence the unusual interest 
To the older deaf, who had attended 
tbe.consecration twenty years ago, 
it was both a joyous event and a 
solemn reminder of the struggles, 
trials, and changes that have been 
passed through in the first score of 
years. Then, too, they could not 
help noticing the large number of 
absentees of former prominent deaf 
who have passed on to the land 
beyond for all time. 

The celebration proper consisted 
of a service of thanksgiving on 
Tuesday evening, eighth of Decern* 
l.er. The church was filled with 
deaf and hearing friends, and near- 
ly all the deaf clergy of the country 
attended the service at the invita 
tion of Pastor Dantzer. At the 
hour of eight, a procession was 
formed in the basement of the 
Church, which marche I up in the 
rear and through the centre aisle of 
the Church to the chancel. Lay- 
readers Bolder, of All Souls', and 
Bremer, of St. Elizabeths, Wheel- 
ing, West Virginia, headed the 
salon, the former carrying the 
banner. They were followed by 
the vested choir, Misses Jeanette 
King, Gertrude Parker, Lilian 
Shepherd, Dora Kintzel, Mrs. Cora 
T. Bodgeri ,and Mrs. T. D. Delp ; 
and then the Clergy, the Revs. 
John H. Keiser, of New York ; G. 
If. Hefflon, Geo. F. Flick, of Chi- 
cago, II. Van Allen, of TJtica, N. 
Y. ; Oliver J. Whildin, of Haiti- 
more, Md. ; C. O. Dantzer, F. 0. 
Smielau, of Central, Pennsylvania ; 
Rev. Simon C Hill, Dr John Cham- 
berlain, of New York ami Di. J. 
A. Harris, of Philadelphia. 

Evening Prayer was said by Dr. 
Chamberlain orally, and by Rev. 
Mr. Dantzer in signs, while the. 
choir led the responsive parts. Dr. 
Chamberlain also read the lessons, 
while Rev. Mr. Flick interpreted in 
signs. The sermon was preached 
by Dr. Harris, who had also 
Led the < 'onset-ration sermon. 
The doctor had previously asked 
Mr. Dantzer what subject he wish- 
ed him to speak on, and was told 
that he was left entirely at liberty 
to make his own choice, so, when 
he announced that he would sis-ak 
on "The Validity of Administering 
the Sacraments by the Deaf Clergy," 
much surprise was felt all over the 
congregation. It was a most time- 
ly topic, as its discussion was re- 
cently revived in the Church's offi- 
cial organ, sad the deaf clergy had 
put it down for discussion at its 
corning conference. Then, too, as 
Dr. Harris is one of the most-pro- 
miment priests in the church here, 
an authority on canon law, and a 
learned man, his address was the 
more appreciated and eagerly lis- 
tened to by all. Dr. A. L. K. 
Crouter interpreted the address in 
signs. As he said, he p resented an 
array of facts In support of his con- 
tention, and afterwaids added his 
own conclusions in the premises. 
He concluded by saying that he 
knew his address would stir up 
discussion in the church, but he 
could nob help that, and would stand 
for the right. 

A copy of the address could not 
be obtained, as Dr. Harris desires to 
it before publication. It 
will then be handed to Rev. Mr. 
Dantzer, who proposes to publish it 
with other matter of interest. 

After 'the address an offering was 
taken for the building fund of the 
Parish Utilise, arid it amounted to 
$84.'

The last and most enjoyable of

Pioneer of Deaf-Mute Education in 
America. 

Response by the President. 

His response was a masterly one, 
in which he paid tribute not only to 
the elder Gallaudet, but also to his 
two sons — Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
and Dr. Edward M. Gallaudet. He 
related the early struggles of deaf- 
mute education and the trials and 
hardships Thomas Hopkins Gal- 
laudet had undergone, and the ulti- 
mate triumph of the movement that 
had brought to the deaf happiness 
and useful lives, and to their first 
great friend and benefactor imper- 
ishable fame. 

The next toast was — 

THOMAS GALLAUDET— Father of 
Church Mission work among Ameri- 
can Deaf-Mutes. 

Response by Mr. Hodgson. 

Mr. Hodgson portrayed the phil- 
anthropic, charitable and religions 
work accomplished by this worthy 
son of an illustrious sire, and finish- 
ed by quoting (orally, Miss Gallau- 
det interpreting) from Kipling — 

" Hit scarce had need to doff his pride

E'en as he trod that day to Hod,

Mr. Headell, with customary 
grace and more than ordinary elo- 
quence, discoursed upon the presi- 
dent of the only college for the deaf 
in the civilized world, who had been 
the most powerful factor in the uplift 
of the deaf that the century produc- 
ed. He commented upon the re- 
moval of the Civil Service restric- 
tions, and said that although honor 
and praise is due Mr. Garfield, in- 
directly the credit belonged to Dr. 
E. M. Gallaudet. 

Mr. Theo. A. Froehlich respond- 
ed to the toast "The Ladies," in a 
most felicitous and courtly vein. 

All drank to the toast "The 
Abbe de I'Epee," standing, and Mr. 
Sylvester J. Fogarty was too mod- 
est to respond, so Dr. Fox did so, 
most worthily and honorably re- 
counting the great and loving and 
self-sacrificing work of the benevo- 
lent founder of the sign-system of 
communicating with and educating 
the deaf. 

Mr. W. G. Jones made a remark- 
ably luold speech upou the famous 
trio of Gallaudets and their radi- 
cally different but eminently useful 
careers. 

Mr. Alex L. Pach made the

This result is directly due to the 
intervention of James R. Garfield, 
Secretary of the Interior, who has 
thus fulfilled his pledge to Dr. Gal- 
laudet.

At the coming 
Legislature Dr. Argo expects to pet 
an appropriation of about $50,000. 
At the banquet he spoke of the State 
Civil Service discrimination against 
the Colorado School for the Deaf, 
and he earnestly asked the members 
of the Denver Association to fight 
against the discrimination. Two 
years ago the Colorado Legislature 
passed a law to establish Civil 
Service. By the law all educational 
institutions, not of charitable char- 
acter, are exempted, and all chari- 
table institutions are put under the 
Civil Service. When (he new 
Commission was appointed, the 
members of the commission decided 
to put the Colorado School for the 
Deaf under the Civil Service, Dr. 
Agro refused to recognize the ruling 
of the commission, as the Colorado 
School is not charitable but educa- 
tional in character. The commission 
still inists the School is charitable. 
The fight is now before the State 
Supreme Court. Every deaf-mute in 
Colorado, as well as in the win 
country, hopes that Dr. Argo will 
win the flight. 

Word has reached us that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has given an order 
to the United States Civil Service 
Commission to allow any deaf-mute 
to take examinations. A great 
tight against the discrimination has 
been won.

Miniature Manuscript*. 



Probably the tiniest manuscript 
ever recorded was the little Bible 
which fitted into a walnut shell the 
size of a small hen's egir, an account 
of which has been preserved among 
the Barton manuscripts by Peter 
Bales, an Englishman and a clerk 
of the chancery. It contained as 
many leaves as a large Bible and as 
much reading matter on each page. 
With a powerful glass it could be 
read easily. The author of this tin- 
iest, book on record lived in the 
<>f Queen Elizabeth, and in 
1.17.5 presented her majesty with the 
Lord's Prayer, the Creed, Ten Com- 
mand men ta, two short Latin prayers, 
his own name and motto and the 
date, all written on a bit of paper 
the size of a finger nail and set in a 
ring of gold covered with a crystal. 
In tl is case also a magnifying glass 
made, the writing quite legible. — Bel-

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Oallaudet, 
I). I)., by the erection of a Parish 
BallcMng for St. Ann'H Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the "jtreet to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
Indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Oallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his naii'ti has always 
boon associated. This was uot per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work bo now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and tweuty- 
livo foot in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
doiil-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Qallau- 
di'l Memorial Finish lbiildiug" will 
bo about $:!0,0(K), and the building 
it.solf, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whoso lifo was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
hoait.ily endorse the memorial.
